SUB J : MADEIRA INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENT 

SUMMARY: SEPARATISM IN MADEIRA IS APPARENTLY GROWING AS RESULT 
OF LISBON'S FAILURE TO DEAL WITH PROBLEMS OF ARCHIPELAGO. THE 
PRIMARY BENEFICIARY OF THIS DEVELOPMENT HAS BEEN THE FRONT FOR 
THE LIBERATION OF THE MADEIRAN ARCHIPELAGO (FLAMA). END SUMMARY. 

1, GROWTH OF SEPARATISM IN MADEIRA HAS BEGUN TO HIT LISBON 
PRESS. RECENT ARTICLE SAID FOLLOWING: 

-THE MADEIRAN ECONOMY IS ON THE SKIDS. UNEMPLOYMENT IS RISING, 
CREDIT IS TIGHT, LABOR DISPUTES ARE ENDEMIC, AND MANY BUSINESSES 
HAVE GONE OR ARE ABOUT TO GO BANKRUPT. THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 
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HAS FAILED TO TAKE THE LEAD IN SOLVING THESE PROBLEMS WHILE, 
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BY DELAYING PROMISED DECENTRALIZATION OF ADMINISTRATION, IT HAS 
PREVENTED ISLANDERS FROM FINDING THEIR OWN SOLUTIONS. AS A 
RESULT, MADEIRANS OF ALL CLASSES, BUT ESPECIALLY THE ’BOURGEOSIE" 

ARE COMING TO THE CONCLUSION THAT INDEPENDENCE FROM THE CONTINENT 
IS NECESSARY. 

--FLAMA: THE PRIMARY BENEFICIARY OF THIS DEVELOPMENT HAS BEEN 
THE FRONT FOR THE LIBERATION OF THE MADEIRAN ARCHIPELAGO (FRENTE 
DA LIBERTACAO DE ARQUIPELAGO DA MADEIRA— FLAMA). FLAMA'S GOAL 
IS TOTAL INDEPENDENCE FROM PORTUGAL; NEITHER THE CONCESSION TO 
THE ISLANDS OF ADMINISTRATIVE AUTONOMY OR THE CREATION OF A 
LOCAL, REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNING BODY IS AN ACCEPTABLE ALTERNATIVE. 
INDEPENDENCE WILL BE ACHIEVED BY PEACEFUL MEANS WHEN THE BULK OF 
MADEIRANS BECOME CONVINCED IT IS NECESSARY. FLAMA HAS ARMS, 
HOWEVER, AND PERSONNEL (AFRICAN WAR VETERANS) TRAINED IN THEIR 
USE; THE FRONT CLAIMS RESPONSIBILITY FOR A BOMB ATTACK ON EMISSORA 
NACIONAL INSTALLATIONS IN FUNCHAL. THE FRONT'S PRINCIPAL LEADER 
IS A MADEIRAN LIVING IN FLORIDA. A CLANDESTINE GOVERNMENT IN 
EXILE HAS BEEN FORMED. ANOTHER SEPARATIST ORGANIZATION, THE 
LIBERATION ARMY OF THE MADEIRAN ARCHIPELAGO, MAY ALSO EXIST. 
-NEUTRALIZATION POSSIBLE: SEPARATIST SENTIMENT CAN BE 
NEUTRALIZED. THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT MUST RECOGNIZE THAT THE 
GROWTH OF SEPARATISM IN MADEIRA IS PRIMARILY THE RESULT NOT OF 
REACTIONARY MANEUVERS BUT OF ITS OWN INACTION. THIS RECOGNIZATION 
MUST BE FOLLOWED BY DECISIVE ACTION. SUCH ACTION WILL BE EXPENSIVE, 
BUT WILL ONLY BE MADE MORE SO BY FURTHER DELAY. 

2. COMMENT: INCREASE IN SUPPORT FOR INDEPENDENCE PARALLELS 
SIMILAR DEVELOPMENT IN THE AZORES AND IS DIRECT FUNCTION OF 
LEFTWARD SWING AND ADMINISTRATIVE INCOMPETENCE OF GONCALVES 
REGIME. PROMPT ACTION BY THE GOP WOULD PROBABLY BE SUCCESSFUL 
IN TURNING OFF THE MADEIRA INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENT. HOWEVER, DELAY 
AND INACTION, THE MORE LIKELY GOP RESPONSE, WILL LEAD TO A 
SITUATION, WHICH MAY ALREADY HAVE OCCURRED IN THE AZORES, WHERE 
THE INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENT ACQUIRES SO MUCH MOMENTUM THAT IT 
CANNOT BE TURNED OFF. MADEIRA, LIKE THE AZORES, IS AN 
ECONOMICALLY VIABLE UNIT AND DERIVES NO PARTICULAR BENEFITS 
FROM ITS ASSOCIATION WITH PORTUGAL. 
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
